~ GOMMITTEE'S REPORT. | 


GENTLEMEN :—In presenting to you our annual school report 
for the current year, we are aware of the many difficulties to be 
encountered and avoided, in the attempt to give a complete sum- 
mary of the advantages, which have been gained, and the defi- 
ciencies that have occurred in our schools during the past year. 

To enable the school board to give intelligibly and concisely, a 
summary of these facts, this matter depends almost wholly upon 
the teacher, and the completeness of the register, as many of the 
most important facts relative to the scholar’s conduct and ad- 
vancement are obtained from the answers to various questions 
found in the register, thus showing the necessity of teachers 
complying with the requirements of the law, in returning their 
registers with all questions correctly answered. This is really an 
easy matter for the teacher to do when the facts are fresh in the 
mind, and explanations regarding the answers to all questions 
may readily be found in the register. We are well aware the du- — 
ties which devolve upon the school board are many, and some 
are most exceedingly intricate, and this, to some extent, is due to 
negligence on the part of the teacher in not presenting facts per- 
taining to his or her school, regarding the percentage of attend- 
ance and conduct of the scholars. It is possible, to a certain de- 
gree, for one or two scholars, by evil influences, to wholly de- 
stroy the true purpose of the school, thus turning good into evil, 
and success into failure, wasting both time and money. 

To a certain extent, the law holds the school board responsible 
for this, and the parents in many instances, contend that they are 
wholly responsible, vet the school board has no means of know- 
ing just what each school is doing every day, as they are requir- 
ed to make only a certain number of official visits in each school 
during the year, or each term, consequently, if certain scholars 
become unmanageable and are detrimental to the success of the 
school, it then becomes the duty of the teacher, or parents, to no- 
tify the committee who has charge of the division, at once, so 
that the error may be corrected before the impediment to prog- 
ress in the school becomes so great that the loss is irreparable. 

During the spring term it was thought best that the series of 
readers then in use should be displaced, as considerable dissatis- 
faction had been expressed in regard to them, by both teachers 
and scholars in former years, consequently, after the examination 
of several series by different authors, it was decided that the 
‘‘New Franklin Series” of readers sheculd be introduced and

adopted for use in the schools for the next five years. and in or- 


der that there may be no wisapprehension on the part of parents 


or teachers in the future, we include in this report a list of the 


textbooks required by law. 

In taking a view of our schools and the influences bearing up- 
on them as they exist at the present time, the idea! is seldoin re- 
alized, and we know that the vital importance of our common 
schools and their management has no second place in the convic- 
tions of the citizens of this town, consequently, let their convic- 
tions be judiciously manifested, and our schools will receive an 
impetus that can be given in no other way. 

We can but express our sitisfaction with the results of the 
present year. Our teachers have been those who loved their 
work and have given to the schools unselfishly the benefit of 


their cultivation and experience. While all have not been suc- 
‘cesstul alike, it is not to be wondered at The best results are 


nanifest in the larger and advanced schools. The placing of a 
most active teacher ina small school is demoralizing, both to 
teacher and school, for there should be work enough to tax the 
energy and ingenuity of the teacher, in order to secure the best 


_ efforts of the schoiars. We hope in the near future our schools 


may be so arranged that each scholar will share alike in oppor- 


tunity, as well as in point of time. 


We may adda few facts, which have been gleaned ftom the 
registers, of the interest taken in the schools by the parents and 
others during the past year, as you can see by referring to the 
statistical table of this report and that of last year, that there 
has been an increase of more than one hundred visitors over that 
of last year, Still we are not satisfied, for we think that you 
cannot take too great an interest in the schools, the success of 
which depends, in a measure, on the encouragement you may 
give tothem. Inone of the schools during the past year the 
teacher asked the scholars why it was that the parents did not vis- 
it the school. The reply was this: ‘You need not worry about 
that, for they never visit the school.” Now is this right? We 
think not, for there is just the point at which you fail in the per- 
formance of aduty you owe to yourselves and vour children. 
if parents and guardians neglect to visit the school they will not 
be able to have any idea whether their children are making any 
advancement or not. In one of theschools for the winter term 
the teacher failed through various reasons to maintain the order 
that she should, and the school was much broken on that account. 
Now we do not wish to be understood as trying to shield ourselves 


or the teacher, but as the teacher failed to report the matter, we 


think it was the duty of the citizens, who knew the facts, to 


have reported the matter to the school board and had it righted 
at once. if 

Allow us just here to offer a few suggestions. We should be 
careful not to speak disparagingly of the teacher or school, in 
the presence of our children. If you cannot have a kind word 
do not mention the matter in their presence, as they will retain 
it in-their minds, and be ready to distribute the same on all fa- 
vorable occasions to the-harm and the injury of the school. Our 
teachers and schools may be greatly aided by usin many ways, 
by kind and encouraging words, by helping them in their stud- 
ies, by visiting the schools, thus showing our interest in them, 
by encouraging a love fur the teacher and the-rules and regul - 
tions of the school, of which we do not believe in teachers hay- 
ing very many, but what few are actually necessary, make them 
plain, and see to it that they are obeyed to the very letter. Let all 
parents think of this matter, aud see if, by the aid of their coun- 
sel and presence, it cannot become the channel through which an 
earnest love for education shall flow, thus giving the impetus to 


our schools that we believe to be the desire of all who are- inter- 


ested in the education of our children. 
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
